The coax 
relay was fried. I replaced that and the radio started to work a little 
bit. So, I brought in the tube tester and started testing and replacing 
tubes. After about 6 or 7 new tubes, it was working fine. As far as I 
know, they are still using it. Those were some mighty tough radios!

Merchant ship radio operators had a severe problem in avoiding burning 
out 
receiver front ends. Sometimes the long-wire transmit antenna was within 


a few feet of a receiving whip, and 500 or 1000 Watts of rf could smoke 


an unprotected receiver front end.. 


The standard "kludge" I've seen is the use of a Semtech HV diode 

assembly wired across each receiver's coax input. The Semtech has two HV 
diodes 

in one assembly (3 terminals) and was intended for use as a full wave 
rectifier 

in a 3,000 Volt power supply, with center-tapped transformer secondary. 


The Semtech assembly was wired so that effectively one diode string was 
pointing down 
to ground and one string was pointing up from ground to the receiver 
input. 

Inside each Semtech assembly were many Si diodes in series, 

so you could not use a standard Ohmmeter to test them for diode action. 


It was good practice to include a 40W or 50W, 120V lamp between the 
center 

conductor of the receive antenna coax and the Semtech diodes. 

In strong rf, the diodes conduct, and the lamp will light, absorbing the 
rf energy. 

It was quite impressive to see the lamps light as you transmit, and know 
that amount of power could have been dumped into the receiver. 


In receive, when the lamps were not lit, they had a low resistance, and 
didn't noticeably reduce 
the receiver sensitivity.

I have a Viking Ranger that works well on all bands except for 80 meters. 

I have very low to almost no drive with t he vfo on 80 meters and minimal 
drive on 160 meters. With a 3.885 xtal I have good grid drive on 80 meters. 

I checked the voltages and resistances on the vfo and found R3 the 18K 
resistor going to the OA2 was about 40K ohm and I replaced it with a husky 18K 
ceramic resistor. 


I suspect that the problem is in t he vfo switch located deep in the bowels 
of the vfo compartment. 


All of the voltages and resistances in the vfo seem to be within reasonable 
tolerrence. 


Have any of you run into a similar situation. 
Thanks in advance for your thoughts.

I'm looking at a very interesting piece of gear, but it's definitely 
not a BA. It is solid state but I'm thinking I might be excused for 
offering it here. It is a Radio Shack TRS-80 Pen Plotter. 

I bought it about 15 years at a hamfest. I was using MININEC (antenna 
modeling program) in the olde days, writing software to make XY plots of 
antenna patterns [the ham tie-in!]. (MININEC had no graphical 
capability.) Screen dumps to printers in those days were not so good. 

Uses 8x10 plain paper, has six color pens (5 included; you can buy 
them on the WWW), can use felt tipped or ball point. 

Plotter is compact, about 15x11x6"H. Is drivable by any PC via cable 
for connection to a PC's parallel port (cable included) (uses RS-232 data 
exchange std); may well be possible to connect via serial port. 

Is in good condition, works FB, I have just run the self-test, ok. 
Made by Houston Instruments (one of the best mfrs of these I believe, this 
is a clone of Houston's "Hi Plot" DMP-* line) for RS, so it does NOT have 
Shit Shack piss-poor quality! 

Drawing quality = 200 steps per inch--uses stepper motors for 
positioning. Includes copy of extensive RS manual and also copy of 
extensive Houston Instruments "Hi Plot" DMP-3,4,5,6,7 manual. Lots of 
software code listing in BASIC in both manuals; you can easily use QBasic, 
QuickBasic, or VisualBasic programming languages; also any other high-level 
programming language. Plotter understands DM/PL commands as well. 

Panel controls: Reset; Manual/Remote; Manual--Pen Up; Pen Down; Pen 
N-S-E-W (XY) commands; these & many more commands via software. 

In addition to plotting curves, prints text, 93 upper & lower case 
letters/numbers/ASCII symbols (decimal 32 to 126) in 9 different sizes, can 
rotate all in four 90 degree increments. Plus six chart marker symbols in 
6 diff sizes. Has 10 different "line" types for plotting curves, i.e 
various combos of solid & dashed lines. Has self test. Built-in 
graphic-drawing macros accesible via software. e.g. circle, arc. I've 
have had a lot of fun with it!
